REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches a head set speaker and stereo playing device which comprises a 
resilient and flexible headpiece, left and right ear device enclosures, a circuit board carried within 
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one of the enclosures and a speaker assembly, as specifically claimed in claims 1 and 10, wherein 
the speaker assembly comprises a speaker with a cone which is directed toward an outer half 
piece of the ear device enclosure, a sound reflecting wall which is located in front of each speaker 
and reflects the sound from the speaker toward the user's ear, and a speaker magnet extending 
through a hole which is defined in the ear device enclosure, and wherein the speaker magnet is in 
contact with the listener when in use. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

Clark (U.S. patent 6,134,336) teaches a construction of a speaker assembly for a portable 
electronic device. 

Nageno et al. (U.S. patent 6,385,325) teaches a headphone device with an ear support 
portion for retaining between the head and the auricle of the listeners.
